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that Hickman County’s 
unemployment rate has dropped 
to 5.7 percent and is now the 
18 th lowest in Kentucky. “We 
need a trained workforce.” 

Wilson updated those 
present about the Work Ready 
designation that the county 
is pursuing, and said that 
Hickman County already has 
several things working for 
it, mentioning that Hickman 
County High School is the only 
school in the state that has a 
graduation rate and College and 
Career Readiness rate of 100 
percent or higher. He also spoke 
about Hickman County’s one- 
of-a-kind dual credit program, 
Falcon Academy. He said that 
through Falcon Academy, 
high school students have an 
opportunity to earn college 
credits at no cost to the students 
or their parents. He referred to 
Hickman County Agriculture 
and Natural Resource Extension 
Agent Mattea Lock, who 
was one of the programs 
first graduates in 2011. Lock 
then went onto Murray State 
University, where she obtained 
her Bachelor’s Degree in only 
two and a half years. Falcon 
Academy, he said, is funded 
through private donations 
from 68 area businesses and 
individuals. 

“Who else in the state pays 
for their students to get college 
credits?” he asked. “Nobody,” 
was the answer. “I think we’re 
ready to really rock,” he 
concluded. 

Extension Agent and Chamber 
board member Melissa Goodman 
spoke about the Chamber’s new 
“Neighbor Helping Neighbor” 
program. She explained that 
the Chamber would sell stamp 
cards for $5 each to individuals 


in the community. Shoppers can 
take these cards when they go 
to local businesses and receive 
a stamp for each $10 spent at a 
business that is a member of the 
Chamber of Commerce. Once 
the card receives 10 stamps, it 
can be turned in for a drawing 
for a $500 cash prize. There will 
be two drawings per year, she 
said. One will be at the annual 
Spring Chicken Festival, and the 
other will be at the Christmas 
Parade. 

She said that member 
businesses that would like to 
participate will receive kits for 
implementing the stamp card 
system.

Set in concrete 

ome things that need to be done would have been 
a lot simpler if they were done the right way in the 
beginning. 

The term “set in concrete” now has hit home 

with us. 

This week part of our concrete driveway will be cut apart 
to make way for a drain. Why didn’t we 
put the drain in when we had the concrete 
poured? That’s a question for the ages, 
and there’s no concrete answer. Well, there 
is to this one as now five inches of nice 
concrete will have to be cut away to make 
room for a four-inch wide u-drain that will 
hopefully divert some of the flood waters 
away from the pool house. 

There will be another section of 
driveway at the bottom cut away for a 
bit shorter drain. It is in front of the pool 
house door and will route rainwater into a yet-to-be-installed 
drain under the outside wall of the pool house, out the back 
and down the slope.

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It would have been much easier (and smarter) to have 
installed the drains when the driveway was first poured, but 
now that all is in place there’s not much choice but to cut 
away a slot (and probably ruin a saw blade or two) and put 
the drains in. 

It is simpler to do many 
things right the first time than to come along later in life and 
try to fix it.

Producers May Need to Take

WASHINGTON, D.C., April

of Agriculture (USDA) reminds 
farmers that the 2014 Farm Bill 
requires producers to file a Highly 
Erodible Land Conservation

crop insurance premium support. 

Most farmers already have a 
certification form on file since 
it’s required for participation 
in most USDA programs such 
as marketing assistance loans, 
farm storage facility loans and 
disaster assistance. However 
farmers, such as specialty crop 
growers who receive federal 
crop insurance premium support, 
but may not participate in other 
USDA programs, also must 
now file a certification form to 
maintain their crop insurance 
premium support. 

“USDA employees are working 
very hard to get the word out about 
this new Farm Bill provision,” 
said Agriculture Secretary Tom 
Vilsack. “While many producers 
will not need to take action, we 
want to help make sure that those 
who are required to act do so by 
the June 1 deadline. We want all 
eligible producers to be able to 
maintain their ability to protect 
their operations with affordable 
insurance.” 

Producers should visit their 
local USDA service center and talk 
with their crop insurance agent 
before the June 1, 2015, deadline 
to ask questions, get additional 
information or leam more 
about conservation compliance 
procedures. Producers that file 
their form by the deadline will be 
eligible for federal crop insurance 
premium support during the 2016 
reinsurance year, which begins 
July, 1, 2015. USDA will publish 
a rule outlining the linkage of 
conservation compliance with 
federal crop insurance premium 
support. Go to http://go.usa. 
gov/3Wy5J to view a copy of the 
rule. 

The Highly Erodible Land 
Conservation and Wetland 
Conservation Certification form 
is available at local USDA service 
center or online at www.fsa.usda. 
gov/AD1026form. When a farmer 
completes this form, USDA Farm 
Service Agency and Natural 
Resources Conservation Service 
staff will outline any additional 
actions that may be required for 
compliance with highly erodible 
land and wetland provisions. 
USDA’s Risk Management 
Agency, through the Federal Crop 
Insurance Corporation, manages 
the federal crop insurance 
program that provides the modem 
farm safety net for America’s 
farmers and ranchers. 

Today’s announcement was 
made possible by the 2014 Farm 
Bill, which builds on historic 
economic gains in rural America 
over the past six years, while 
achieving meaningful reform and 
billions of dollars in savings for 
the taxpayer. Since enactment, 
USDA has implemented many 
provisions of this critical 
legislation, providing disaster 
relief to farmers and ranchers; 
strengthening risk management 
tools; expanding access to rural 
credit; funding critical research; 
establishing innovative public- 
private conservation partnerships; 
developing new markets for rural- 
made products; and investing 
in infrastructure, housing and 
community facilities to help 
improve quality of life in rural 
America.

Social Security Matters

QUESTION: I am filing to re¬ 
ceive ex-spouse Social Security 
benefits. I was told by a friend of 
mine that her benefits are reduced 
because her husband works and 
makes too much money. I know 
my ex-husband works. Will his 
earnings reduce my benefits? 

ANSWER: It sounds like your 
friend is talking about the Annual 
Earnings Limit. If you are under 
full retirement age and you earn 
over a certain income level, you 
(and your dependents receiving 
benefits on your record) will receive 
a reduction in your benefit amount. 
(The Earnings Limit changes every 
year.) However, this does not apply 
to ex-spouses. Therefore, it does not 
matter how much your ex-husband 
earns - it will not affect your benefit 
amount. Only your own earnings 
could possibly reduce your benefit 
while you are receiving ex-spouse 
benefits. 

QUESTION: I talked to the 
Social Security office about my 
choices for filing for Social Secu¬ 
rity benefits and was told that I can 
get ex-spouse benefits and hold off 
on getting my own benefits. But 
my ex-husband is remarried and his 
current wife and son are also get¬ 
ting benefits off of his record. I’ve 
heard of the family maximum and 
with all these people on his record, 
should I just get my own benefits? 
At this rate, my ex-spouse benefits 
are going to be hardly anything 

ANSWER: Assuming your ex- 
husband’s current wife and son are 
his qualifying dependents (and as¬ 
suming the son is not your depen¬ 
dent), they probably are affected 
by the family maximum, which re¬ 
duces their monthly benefits. The 
actual amount of the family maxi¬ 
mum is a formula that is a little too 
complex to explain here, but in gen¬ 


eral, it comes out to anywhere be¬ 
tween 150% and 180% of the work¬ 
er’s full benefit amount. To use a 
simple example, let’s say that your 
ex-husband’s full benefit amount is 
$1,000 and the family maximum 
for them is 150%, or $1,500. This 
would mean that the dependents 
(the wife and child) would have to 
split the amount over $1,000 evenly 
even if they are entitled to more if 
there were no family maximum (i.e. 
$250/month each instead of $500/ 
month). 

The good news for you is that 
Social Security’s family maximum 
rules do not apply to ex-spouse 
benefits. Therefore, you are not 
affected by his son’s and current 
wife’s Social Security benefits on 
his record. In addition, the same 
is true for them - your benefits on 
his record do not affect their family 
maximum. So regardless of which 
benefit amount you prefer to take at 
this time, do not worry about this 
issue in your situation. 

And just in case you are wonder¬ 
ing, multiple ex-spouses can re¬ 
ceive benefits on the same person’s 
record without affecting the family 
maximum. 

QUESTION: I’m currently 71 
years old and started getting my So¬ 
cial Security payments about 5 years 
ago. I have no children, wife, or 
other dependents. I was only mar¬ 
ried once for a brief period when I 
was in my 40s. So what happens to 
my survivor’s benefits from Social 
Security when I’m gone? Should 
I contact them and tell them who I 
want my beneficiary to be? 

ANSWER: In order for some¬ 
one to receive survivor’s benefits 
on your record they would have to 
be some kind of dependent, such 
as a spouse or child. This also in¬ 
cludes step-children, adopted chil¬ 


dren, and ex-spouses. However, 
it sounds like these situations may 
not apply to you. Any child would 
have to meet some criteria, such as 
an age limit or disability. You men¬ 
tioned that you have an ex-wife, 
but you may not have been mar¬ 
ried long enough for her to receive 
your survivor’s benefits. In order 
for a divorced surviving spouse to 
get a benefit, the two of you would 
have had to be married for at least 
10 years. In addition, she would 
have had to stay single at least until 
the age of 60 to receive the benefit. 
Note that these requirements also 
apply for the lump-sum death pay¬ 
ment of $255. 

If there is not anyone who meets 
these eligibility requirements, no 
one will receive survivor’s benefits 
based on your Social Security re¬ 
cord, including the lump-sum pay¬ 
ment. You cannot give them an 
alternative beneficiary. The only 
other potential beneficiary would 
a dependent parent if you are car¬ 
ing for one (or both) and if he/she 
is your dependent. Or, of course, 
you could always remarry! (Note 
that unlike other marriage require¬ 
ment rules for spouses and ex¬ 
spouses, a widow(er) can receive 
surviving spouse benefits after 
only nine months of marriage.)

Kentucky’s soybean farmers 
celebrate Earth Day every day 



Clinton soybean farmer Jerry Peery of Spring Hill Farm shows off 
some of the radishes he grows as a cover crop. Tillage radishes 
such as these reduce compaction of the soil and pave the way 
for the roots of cash crops such as soybeans and corn to anchor 
into soil, allowing them to absorb water and nutrients through their 
root systems. Cover crops such as tillage radishes, cereal rye, and 
crimson clover anchor the soil and help prevent erosion, in addition 
to adding valuable nutrients to the soil as they decompose. 


As the nation pauses to 
celebrate Earth Day, it’s 
important to realize that farmers 
take care of the Earth every day. 

“One of the biggest 
buzzwords we hear these days 
is ‘stewardship,’” said Clinton 
farmer Jerry Peery. “We’ve been 
good stewards for years, we just 
always called it conservation... 
or just being a good farmer.” 
Stewardship of the land and 
sustainability are top-of-mind 
subjects for farmers, most of 
whom are family farmers who 
plan to pass their operations 
down to the next generation 
someday. 

“We’ve been working on 
conservation all my life,” Peery 
said. “Conservation isn’t an 
‘activity’ that you do once and 
then you’re done. Learning 
about and implementing good 
conservation practices is a 
day-in and day-out thing if 
you want to do it right. We 
stay busy year-round working 
on waterways, clearing debris 
from our streams and mowing 
the border strips. It’s a full-time 
job.” 

Farmers across the 
Commonwealth use cover 
crops, plant buffer strips, and 
utilize no-till techniques to help 
nourish the soil and keep it 
anchored in the fields. Alongside 
soil, water is a top priority for 
farmers. They watch where the 
water is going naturally and 
take the appropriate measures 
to develop a system to keep 
the water - which is sometimes 
a farmer’s best friend - from 
carrying the soil away. 

“We work hard to build up 
the nutrients in the soil,” Peery 


said, “and we don’t want all of 
our hard work boating down to 
the Gulf of Mexico.” 

The folks at Spring Hill Farm 
must be doing it right. In 2014, 
Peery was presented with the 
Southern Region Conservation 


Legacy Award by the American 
Soybean Association and the 
Leopold Conservation Award 
for the state of Kentucky.

Hickman County High 
School is soaring high as spring 
has brought several honors to 
the school. 

Results came in last week for 
the HCHS juniors who took the 
ACT this year, with their aver¬ 
age composite score of 21.56. 
This is the highest average 
for a junior class in Hickman 
County High School history. 

State rankings for this year 
have not yet been released, but 
HCHS Principal Kevin Estes 
said that based on last year’s 
results, the score would put 
HCHS in the top 13 in the state 
for ACT scores. 

“We’ll definitely be in the 
top 10 percent,” he said. 

Estes credits the high score 
to hard work put in by students 
and teachers throughout the 
year, as well as some test prep 
software that the school system 
has invested in. 

HCHS offers several after 
school programs to prepare for 
ACT testing, as well as prepa¬ 
ration built into the classroom 
curriculum, and the John Bay¬ 
lor ACT prep program that stu¬ 
dents complete at home. 

In addition to high ACT 
scores, the junior class has also 
been honored by having a re- 
cord-high five students select¬ 
ed for the Governor’s Scholars 
Program, and three students 
selected for Commonwealth 
Honors Academy at MSU. 

Sarah Harpole, Maiesha 
Simmons, Noah Cunningham, 
Savannah Sublet, and Hope 
Harper were all selected for 
GSP. 

The Governor’s Scholars 
Program is a summer residen¬ 
tial program for outstanding 
high school students in Ken¬ 
tucky who are rising seniors. 
The Program originated in 1983 
as a result of Kentucky leaders’ 
concern that the state’s “best 
and brightest” were leaving the 
Commonwealth to pursue ed¬ 
ucational and career opportu¬ 
nities elsewhere without fully 
understanding the potential of 
their talents at home. Students 
who are selected attend the 
Program without charge. In the 
spirit of partnership, the Office 


of the Governor, the Kentucky 
State Legislature, and private 
enterprise come together to 
provide the financial support 
for the Program. 

The Program’s mission is 
to enhance Kentucky’s next 
generation of civic and eco¬ 
nomic leaders. The first class 
numbered 230 and was housed 
on one college campus. Since 
then, the Program has enjoyed 
excellent support and grown to 
over 1,000 students on three 
campuses. 

Ben Wilson, Hailey Dixon, 
and Jonathan Reynolds were 
selected to attend the Com¬ 
monwealth Honors Academy 
at Murray State University. 

The Commonwealth Honors 
Academy (CHA) is an excit¬ 
ing, challenging three-week 
academic, social and personal 
growth program for outstand¬ 
ing high school students who 
have completed their junior 
year. Students will be select¬ 
ed from the Commonwealth 
and surrounding region. Upon 
completion of CHA, students 
will: receive six hours of uni¬ 
versity credit, have the oppor¬ 
tunity to take three hours of tu¬ 
ition-free university courses at 
Murray State University during 
the subsequent fall and spring 
semesters, and be awarded 
a four-year, $2,000-per-year 
housing scholarship to attend 
Murray State University 


CHA differs from the tra¬ 
ditional high school in its ap¬ 
proach to learning and in the 
creation of a living-learning 
community. CHA offers stu¬ 
dents a chance to know and 
make friends with other en¬ 
thusiastic, energetic students 
with high intellectual capaci¬ 
ties. The interaction of students 
with different backgrounds is 
one of the most valuable as¬ 
pects of the academy. 

Estes said that getting into 
these and other scholarship 
programs is becoming in¬ 
creasingly competitive. In ad¬ 
dition to outstanding grades 
and extra-curricular activities 
at school, he said scholarship 
boards are looking more at 
what students are doing away 
from the school, and how it 
affects their future as a student 
and a leader in society. 

“Community service has be¬ 
come huge when it comes to 
competition for scholarships,” 
he said. Schools are not only 
asking students what they did 
with their volunteer time, but 
how it affected them. 

Estes said that qualifying 
community service includes 
volunteer involvement with 
Church and community activ¬ 
ities such as Relay for Life or 
the Annual Hickman County 
Chicken Festival.
